Miss Le Gallienne’s experiment with 
“The Master-Builder "is as interest- 
ing, no doubt, as any disinterment of 
the play could well be. The great 
craftsman was slipping when he wrote 
it—slipping as story-teller, as satirist. 
and as dramatist, although to the end 
a good bit of a poet, and still the per- 
sistent imagist. And he had grown, 
seemingly, more reticent, as if he felt 
it to be his due that the audience 
should find out _ itself just what he 
meant. 


The test of ny play written to be 


-jlacted is, of course, that it shall be self- 
jexplanatory when it is acted; and, 


therefore, this play must, as a 

piece, be taken for just such ready 
values as lie in the strange influence 
unwittingly exercised by Solness, the 
successful and small-minded builder, 
on the absent Hilda, and the antiphone 
of that influence—her quick allure for 
him that leads him to his vainglorious 
death. There is an ample literature 
about The Master-Builder,”’ made up 
of what this man says it means, and 
what that man heard said that it 
means, and what Ibsen is known not 
to have said about what it doesn’t 
mean. However, there is an easy sym- 
bolism in the play for anybody who 
foes after it; and it doesn’t much mat- 
ter if, on comparing notes, no two of
